After fifty-two years of strenuous 
living, farming and fighting, James 
J. Jeffries, ex-heavyweight boxing 
champion of the world, is full of the 
joy of living. ‘‘Ambition?’’ he 
chuckles, ‘‘I have plenty of it and 
I like to work. I have a ten-acre 
ranch in Burbank that keeps me 
busy. When I get tired of it, I go 
on a hunting or fishing trip. I aim 
to bag enough to keep me in food, 
but I have just as good a time if 
I don’t get anything; because I love 


‘the woods and I love to walk—al- 


ways have.’’ Jeffries displays the 
fact that he is also a good actor in
